Persons of Many Occupations Are Found | 
In Extension Classes; Mostly Teachers 


/ 

A phase of school life at Munt-Unt- 
versity with which most of our stu- 
‘| dents are unfamiliar is the work and 
program of the Hxtension Department. 
Under the directorship of Mr. L. 0. 
Taylor, this department is operated 
from 4:00 -until 10:00 o’clock on 
Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday 
evenings; from 7:00 to 9:00 on 
Thursday evening; and from 8:30 
until 12:30 on Saturday morning. 

The Bxtension department makes it 
possible for men and women employed 
during the day time in the business or 
professional world to obtain a college 
education, so that they may work to- 
ward higher positions and increased 
Salaries. 

There are two types of Extension 
students: those working for. college 
credit; and the audit students, ‘who 
usually attend classes for cultural pur- 
poses only, without receiving credit. 
These students are exempt from final 
examinations, and they pay a registra- 
tion fee slightly lower than do the 
others, ~ 

More than two thifds of the stu- 
dents enrolled in the Bxtension de- 
partment this semester are teachers; 
and the enrollment in two courses is 
made up entirely of teachers. Stu- 
dents of music, and others, whose 
daytime classes conflict, forcing them 
to take night, courses, comprise a large 
portion of the total enrollment’ in 
night school. 

Besides, teachers of nearly every 
high school subject offered, some of 
which are art, physical education, dra- 
matics, auto mechanics,’ electricity, 
music, commercial, subjects,, and . po- 
litical science, there aré many kinder- 
garden and elementary teachers. One 
teacher of a sight-saving class, one 
school nurse, one registered nurse, 
and the Superintendent of Nurses for
